'Sha Sold Mining: Lava. 

To THE Editoh. — Your woli-timed 
remarks this morning on the duties of 
the members of tho Ifou.io of Assem- 
bly who will meet on Monday next for 
the "dispatch of business" cover a great 
^ deal' of grourid,"'but fail to'mention one 
of the principal industries of tho pro- 
• vihoe: — viz, gold mining. The (Jold 
Mining Act, 1867, and its almost year- 
ly amendments would puzzle a Phila- 
delphia lawyer to mako head or tail of. 

It is astonishing but no loss true 
that the Mineral Act, 1878, a piece of 
legislation intended to apply exculsively 
to minerals found in lodes or ledges, 
is interpreted by the gold commissioner 
for Victoria (the hon. tlie Attorney- 
Genera!) to repeal tho clause in the 
Gold Mining Act, 18G7, conferring ad- 
'" "ditional mining ground to discoverers 
, of now diggings. This reading is not 
adopted by any other gold commission- 
er or recorder in the province, and it 
therefore falls heavily on tho energetic 
miners who are now cndeavoj-ing to 
prove the worth of an old channel on 
.. Sopite river discovered by them. 

Tho blunders wliich exist in the 
Mineral Act, 1878, are clearly trace 
able to the careless way it was drafted 
and the reckless manner it was shovel- 
led into and through tho House at the 
last moment in company with a bushel 
of other half-digested measures. 

It is painful to look back and note 
that every Act of the local legislature 
that has been brought before the courts 
for tho last two or three years has been 
upset with the exception of the Hchool 
Act, 1872, drawn by ex-Attorney-Gen- 
eral McCreight.

. fining poptilation if the "Houae" 

during the session about to be conven- 
ed would find time to consolidate tho

centrobits, and all sorts of ploughs for 
making moldings is, to a great extent, 
among tho things that were. Stop into 
any of our modern sash and door factories 
and you will see all sorts of maohinorj' 
turning out joiners' work in thousands of 
shapes with less labor and 'in less time 
than our grandfathers consumed in mak- 
ing scores, yet with all tho saving of labor 
in every department of human industry 
a much larger number of skilled arti'iana 
employed at the present timo than before 
the d.ays of steam, and tho endless variety 
of machines driven by that giant power. 
Not least among' the industries of this 
city is tho manufacturing of sashes, dooi-s, 
mohhngs, and numerous other articles 
formerly mado by individual labor, or not 
known at all a generation or two back. 
This induatr}' is carried on by several 
firms, two or three of which aro here 
noticod. First on tlio list, because the 
senior establishment, is that of

located on Broughton Htroot, between 
Langley and Wharf. Tlio main building 
is fiO.'cSO foot and two stories high. Tliis 
is crauimod from floor.tp ceiling with ma^ 
chinory for making the numerous article's 
reiiuirod in the extensive business con- 
ducted by tlie proprietor of this factory. 
A thirty horse-power steam cngino drives 
this machinery ; the waste lumber and 
odds and ends ,affoi"ding? Bufficibnt fuel. 
The band saw, d 'com'parativoly new in- 
vention, is an immense labor-saving lua- 
ehine. A long ribbon-liko strip of briglU 
steel several yards in length passe.s round 
fv dniuis and rovcjlvos with great .speeii, 
cuttitif; the most intricate figures witli e.\.- 
traoidinary rapidity. A molding mnchiiio 
ia in alino.st constant uso ; as is also a 
planing machine, which smooths the lum- 
ber on all sides nt once when required to 
do so. Sliapors for working ornamental 
designs, mantles, shelves, monldings and 
brackets, lathe, cross and rip saws, laa- 
ciiincs for mitreing and turning, boring, 
Ac., form only a portion of the expensive 
machinery requisite for a business of this 
description. , . > ■ 

Mr. Hayward also manufactures nearly 
all the m.ateriabncco.s.sary for th"e under- 
taking business. Also enclosures for 
graves, Ac. He ha.s recently taken a 
contract from the Dnniiiiion government 
for making insulator holders, which is 
being done at San Francisco prices. This 
factory was established in 1809, since 
which time its business has boo.T steadily 
increasing, thus nccciiaitatiiig tho erection 
of other buildings on the opposite side of 
Broughton street for the uccoinniodation 
of tho undertaking branch, and for tho 
storage of raw material and manufactuiod 
article.1.

-Ire iu tho samu lino on Store street, 
near the largo sawmill of Mr. W. I'. 
iSayward. Their preiniscs extend from 
.Store street west down to tho water front 
where thuro is a hundred feet of wharfage. 
The two story warehouse for manufactured 
goods is on the opposite side of the street, 
where saslies, doors, inautels, ir.oklings, 
Ac. , are constantly on hand. The main 
building, 70.\45, with basement .and first 
floor, ia replete with machinery of the 
newest and most approved pattern, all 
put ill since the disa.itiuus lire of March, 
1879. This spirifeil firm then lost an 
establishment complete in all its details 
which was valued at more than S20|0(}0. 
In threo months' timo, however, new 
buildings were erectud, new machinery 
imported, a new steam engine and boilers 
from the Albion Foundry put in, and 
business was again resumed. The boiler 
and engine-house is now at a safe dis- 
tance from the main building and, so far 
asbrick andironcan make it, iu fircpruof.

On tho ground 
floor wo find boring, tonnent and mortic- 
ing machines, band, crosscut, rip, cut-off 
and other saws, sandpapering machinoH, 
etc., all uf which on both flats arc driven 
by the compact, beautiful engine of 2u- 
horso nominal ami 50 horse actn.al power 
above rcferi'od to. No tire is allowed in 
this building for any purpose whatsoever. 
Whon heat is required it is produced by 
steam. Close proximity to the lumber 
mills, wharfage facilities, plenty of room 
for storing lumber, etc., place this estab- 
lishment in a most favorable position for 
transacting a heavy business. Its capabil- 
ities arc large at present, and adapted for 
almost indefinite extensitni. 

We have now to notice the factory uf 

•SMITU & CLAUK 

on Fort street near Government. This 
firm manufacture extensively for their 
own large building and eontr.acting busi- 
ness, 'rho machinery is perfect of its 
kind, and of course very similar to that 
already described. Tlieir surface buss 
planer can be set at any required angle 
and is capable of doing a groat variety of 
work. An excellent and largo band saw 
with saws from an inch to a ICth of an 
inch in diameter, will perform m.arvols in 
the w.ay of cutting patterns of any des- 
cription. It is amazing to think of all 
the kinds of molding that can bo made 
on tho molding machine in this factory, 
the knives alono run up into thous- 
ands in number. Some of them make 
2800 revolutions per miiuito, or travel 
more than a mile in that space of time. 
A gang of emory wheels, revolving at a 
high rate of speed, sharpen all tho above 
mentioned thousands of knives aud all 
other delicate cutting tools almost as fast 
as they can bo handled; other machinct 
common to all tho factories need not bo 
hero particularised. Tiio motive power 
is supplied by an upright engine of 10- 
liorso power nominal, but iu good for at 
least 30, if required. The engine and 
boiler are in a fire proof apartment ad- 
joining tho main factory. All the intri- 
cacy of wheels and bolts aro under the 
floor of the machine room and thu.i out of 
the way of everything. Conimodiouii 
workshopr. and storehouses surround tho 
main building, tho latter packed full of 
raw material and manufactured goods. 

The number of men employed in the 
above-mentioned establishments varies 
according to tho .amount of building going

Tlio dis- 
tauce was ascertained to bo 17 kuota. The 
.Idepte varies .from,g^*,fa^hqiiw, at Ed.iz 
"Hook to 9 fathoms on ' Coiistanco Bank, 
77 fathoms in mid-channel and 42 fath- 
oms near Clover Point. A good sandy 
and pebbly bottom without rock exists all 
till! \vay across. Another and bettor and 
shorter route for the cable, the adoption 
of which Mr. Gisborno has recommended 
to the Dominion governniont, extends 
from Fresbwiitcr'Bay, 10 ' miles east of 
J'orl Ani.'elca, to a bay a littlo west of 
Oapc Oliurch on Yancouver Lsland. Cape 
Cluu'ch lies west of Race Rocks and is 
distant about 15 miles from Victoria. The 
Puget Sound Tolcgraph Company (of 
which Dr. Jfinor is president) have given 
instructions for the oxtonsion of their 
land lino to Dungoiieas from Port Town- 
send, and should the DDinininn govern- 
ment look favorably upon tho Straits 
cable .schomo the company will extend 
their land line to Capo Flattery, connect- 
ing with tho Straits cable at Freshwater 
Bay. The short cables that now co.inocl 
tho islands lying between N'ictoria and 
Washington Territory can lie utilized for 
tho Straits cable ami the cost of splicing 
and subniorginf; would be very light. Dr.
